(possibly longer term) that is owned by the tribal government and are seeking assistance with travel trailers, or 
MHU's if FEMA has excess inventory to be donated. 34 air purifiers and MREs for 12 families delivered. 

Mechoopda Indian Tribe 

7 families affected for a total of 27 individuals. Most are staying with family or other shelter options 

Cortina Rancheria 

1 tribal family (elder) currently staying with family members. 

Berry Creek Rancheria 

1 tribal family seeking assistance for home destroyed. 

Big Valley Rancheria 

13 families in the area reporting air quality issues only. 

Mooretown Rancheria 

15-20 tribal members evacuated; Tribal Affairs is working with other tribes to assist with resources.
